Bell Company furnishes about 85 per 
tent of the telephone service in the 
five states, Mr. Lasley said n rate in- 
vestigation of the company is too big 
an undertaking for the commission cf 
Mt^if' single state. 
<W'"To make n thorough audit of this 


company, such as would be necessary 
in a rate investigation, if made by any 
one slate in which it operates, would 
require a great deal of time and more 
money than i^ at the disposal of any 
one state in which it operates, would 
require a great deal of time and more 
money than is at the disposal of any 
one commission," 
Chairman 
Lasley 


wrote. "The question of apportion- 
ment of general expenses between the 
operations in various 
states, if the 


states undertook to make this ap- 
portionment separately, might result 
in injustices to patrons in all states, 
and to the company as well. 


"It appears to this tribunal if a rate 


investigation is to be made of this 
company, that the states in which it 
operates should make a joint investi- 
gation. Not only would a great deal 
of time and money be saved, but it 
is our opinion that n much fairer and 
equitable result would be obtained 
than if each state made its own inde- 
pendent investigation. 


"If we are correctly advised, there 


never hits been a statewide investiga- 
tion of this company by the regulatory 
body of any state in which it operates. 
At this lime in this state most of the 
larger cities in which the company 
operates have filed 
complaints with 


this tribunal alleging that the rates of 
the company are excessive and unrca- 
sonanle. In view of this situation, 
this tribunal will begin in the near 
future, probably the early part of next 
• .««•, an investigation of the company.

/The territory in which it operates 
to a large extent similar, and there 


'is not much difference in the class of 
people it serves. 
Therefore, it has 


occurred to us that the commission in 
the other states affected by the com- 
pany's operations have likewise had 
numerous complaints against the rates 
of the company, and that it might be 
well for the commissions of the unites 
to set about the formulation of plans 
for a thorough investigation.

year, 


His brother, Eugene, is serving a 10- 


year sentence and Johnny Wilson is 
under a life sentence for the same 
crime. 


Prison Superintendent Stedman said 


Harback 
and other convicts were 


cutting weeds when he attacked the 
guard with a hoe. 


The guard, whose name is witheld 


pending a coroner's inquest, escaped 
the blows and shot Harback with a 
shotgun. 


The slaying of Harback ended a 10- 


year criminal career beginning with 
his sentence to an Oklahoma reformer 
tory for a robbery at the age of 16. 


In recent years he had been identi-

More specially, it aimed to create a 


uniform body of men to fight com- 
munism and radicalism in general. Be- 
sides the general body of the Silver 
Shirts, it has an "action body," the 
Silver Rangers, which appears to bear 
the same relationship 
that 
Hitler's 


Storm Troops bear 
to his 
Brown 


Shirts. 


The Rangers are described as "gen- 


tlemen Silver Shirts who would ride 
to high adventure." 


Through officials of the organiza- 


tion in Asheville strenuously deny any 
connection with Hitlerism, there are 
undeniable similarities, both in ob- 
jectives and setup, and there is excel- 
lent evidence that actual Hitler agents 
participated in some of 
the 
Silver 


Shirt organization meetings.

NffiA Gets Unvarnished Tuth on How 


It Stands . . . Student Proves He 
Has Intelligence . . .Teeth Remain 
in Stocks BUI.

WASHINGTON.—The National Em- 


ergency Council has begun issuing a 
weekly report for New Deal officials 
oil the public attitude toward the NRA 
program, as telegraphed by each of 
its 48 state directors. 


The report is labeled "Strictly Con- 


fidential" and is confined to unvarn- 
ished facts. Its most recent summary 
of the national: trend says: 


"With increased business in majority 


of; industries and trades, employment 
is rising. Newspaper support falling 
away' in some localities, partly due to 
politics. 


"ThJs> is impairing friendly attitude 


' of public to some extent. There is 
, some sentiment in favor of state codes, 
due to the feeling that they may func- 
tion more effectively than correspond- 
ing national codes." 


< 
Reports of complaints and criticism 


are' as frequent as those of industrial 
-and employment gains. 


The hosiery code is "widely violat- 


ed" in New; England, workers com- 
plain of discharges for union activi- 
ties, and "many" complain that code 
authorities don't press trade practice 
complaints. 


Strikes are still "troublesome", in 


Middle Atlantic states and discourage- 
ment over slowness in setting up code 
authorities is partly offset by promise 
of an accelerated compliance drive. 


The soutr criticizes similar .slow- 


ness. Complaints are increasing and 
"unfavorable newspaper propaganda 
is bothersome" in central, states, 
though new compliance machinery 
and amenability of code violators is 
helping. 


CWA discontinuance had an un- 


favorable reaction in the southwest, 
making merchants timid. Code auth- 
ority organization 
and 
functioning 


"need stimulation" in Rocky Mountain 
states. 


On the Pacific Coast "many com- 


plaints filed of violations of labor pro- 
visions of hotel, restaurant, motor ve- 
hicle, retailing, fcrumking and con- 
struction codes. Employers and em- 
ployes alike are discouraged over lack 
of vigorous action against flagrant 
violators."

Teeth Stay tn Stocks Bttt 


The Wall Street lobby tore some 


holes in the stock market control bill, 
but the Pecora-Landis-Corcoran group 
which framed that measure is secretly 
pleased in the belief that it preserved 
the principles of strict control in both 
.House and Senate bills despit terrific 
pressure. 


These "teeth" are imbedded in both 


bills: I- Some control over credit for 
speculation—through margin provis- 
ions. 2. Forbidding of pool and oth- 
er maniplations. 3. Requirement of 
faur, adequate, and frequent reports to 
stockholders. 4. Authority for 
the 


supervising commission to change the 
rules of stock markets when the mar- 
kets won't do so themselves. 


Wall Street, of course, is still foam- 


ing at the mouth and hoping to beat 
the bill. In urging an independent 
commission to administer the control 
act, it hoped to have appointed there- 
to both Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce John Dickinson, who framed a 
mild and ignored regulatory bill, and 
John Hancock, partner in Lehman 
Bros., New York bankers. 


But Roosevelt said any such com- 


mission must also administer the Se- 
curities Act. And it's now certain tha 
Federal Trade Commisisoner James 
Landis, Wall Street's worst foe, wil 
be transferred to the new commission 
—if there ia one. 


Also, Commissioner George C. Mat- 


thews, a LaFolletteite from Wiscon- 
sin, is a likely appointee.

authority as "Child 
Health 


Week."

All over the land on the First of 


May there will be held special meet- 
ings of groups interested in the pro- 
motion of child health, because for- 
tunately we do not indorse the theory 
of the survival of the fittest, allowing 
the weak to die so that the stronger 
strain may be transmitted to posteri- 
ty—but rather that all be made fit. 


As. Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur express- 


ed it well at the White House Con- 
ference in 130. "We cannot stop for a 
moment to argue 
with those 
who 


would dodge the responsibility of care 
for established human life," he said. 
"It is the supreme gift to us humans 
and we must preserve it at all times. 
The wretched frame of a little body 
may have in it the brain and spirit of j 
a Satesar, a Cicero, a Geats, a Wash- 
ington, a Steinmelz, a Shelley, or a 
Stevenson. It is not for us to foretell 
the potentialities of a baby." 


This is true.. We are trying to can- 


onize health, but not by elimination. 
We are trying to build a race for the 
future, and a heritage of good bodies, 
but;not through the death of thevun- 
fit. By making each little body strong, 
by- means of an educational campaign 
to run persistently on through the 
years the work will be done. 


Health for children consists of two 


things—prevention and cure. 


As each year wings by we find the 


preventive theory accented more and 
rtiore. It is amazing to hear some of 
the new scientists explain how they 
are unearthing facts to prove that 
much of the illness of adults is direct- 
ly attributable to "uncured" diseases 
in children. 
It is no longer thought that when 


a child has some high-powered germ 
disease, he gets over it when his con- 
valescence is ended. Do not be alarm- 
ed—in most cases he does. Bllt many 
vague and elusive troubles in adol- 
escence and middle life are fast being 
pinned down to earlier illness, and 
the time is approaching when tests 
will be made to prove that a child 
carries no "Old Man of the Sea" with 
him, or in him, to devil ris leater 
years, eve nafter he is pronounced 
well. 
There is much sympathy for the 


sick child and it is a grand and glori- 
ous thing there is, because where 
there is sympathy there is help. 


But there should be cultivated still 


another kind of sympathy, or co-oper- 
ation, for the well cihld so that every 
means may be employed to keep him 
well- 
, 
'Someday we shall have, I hope, and 


soon regular examining stations where 
all children will have to go at least 
once a year for a thorough check-up 
and if they are carrying in their blood 
streams or intestine any trace of ' un- 
cured illness" it will be traced down 
and eliminated from their bodies en- 
irely. 
So far this line of experimenting 


has not reached perfection, but th 
time is coming. Then shall we mill.
